TWENTY-FOUR thousand people 
were given advice and information 
about giving up smoking during 
the latest campaign by NHS 
Greenwich. 

Specially-trained advisers were 
available at the nine-week stop smoking 
roadshow at locations across the royal 
borough. 

Forty-a-day smoker Breda visited the 
roadshow van at Asda in Charlton. She 
told GT: “I would have liked to quit on 
my own but lacked will power. One of 
the advisers explained the different 
treatments and after discussing my 
options and trying a couple of them I 
found a solution.” 

Having not smoked for over seven 
weeks, Breda offered these words of 
advice: “I hope other people will see 
that if I can quit after over 40 years of 
heavy smoking, they can do it. Since I 
quit my breathing is clearer, food tastes 
better and people say I look healthier. 
Quitting is the best thing I’ve ever done, 
the team are great, and I couldn’t have 
done it without them.” 

Amanda Layng, Greenwich Stop 
Smoking service manager, said: “This 
year’s campaign has been a great 
success with the slogan ‘Make This 
the Last Time’. It has inspired many 
smokers to get support by visiting our 
roadshow. Over the nine weeks we’ve 
had 500 smokers set a quit date after 
they were given impartial help and 
advice. Around 140 smokers were 
referred to their local GPs and 
pharmacies.” 

She added: “Due to an 
overwhelming demand this time 
around we’ve set up drop-in clinics 
around the borough to provide 
additional support. With our free 
help and guidance smokers are 
four times more likely to quit so it’s 
never too late!”

THE dangers of smoking 
shisha are being 
highlighted by health 
experts after an increase 
in its popularity. 

NHS Greenwich and 
the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich are leading 
a joint initiative to make 
people aware of the health 
dangers and the laws 
linked to tobacco sales. 

The royal borough is 
monitoring all shisha 

lounges 
and 


identifying retail premises 
that are selling shisha 
products as part of the 
initiative. 

Shisha is a fruit-scented 
tobacco smoked through an 
ornate water pipe. Shisha 
bars have begun opening 
up across the borough and 
local evidence suggests it 
is becoming increasingly 
popular - particularly 
amongst young people. 

But health experts are 
concerned that many 
people are under the false 
impression that shisha 
is a safer alternative to 
cigarettes.

Corelli leads the way in linking Games to life 


I IF ever a project proved 
that the London 2012 
Olympic and Paralymic 
Games are a lot more 
than just watching 
sport on television, it’s 
the Signs of Change 
“creative activism” at 
Corelli College. 

The project was designed 
to inspire young people to 
express their ideas about the 
social and environmental 
► impact of the Games on 
^ them personally and on 
^ their communities. 

Not only that but to bring 
about “real change” through 
bringing six local primary 
schools together to share 
the work and creativity. 

Arts college manager 
Shermaine Slocombe told 
GT: “The project started 
with a ‘champion summit’ 
when a group of six young 
people and teachers met at 
a secret location in London 
to receive a mission from 
an astro-scientists who has 
been watching the impact of 
climate change from space.” 

Pupils from the six primary 
schools involved - Charlton 
Manor, Cherry Orchard, 
Cardwell, Plumcroft, 

Sherington and Kidbrooke 
Park - are working with 
Corelli and Greenwich-based 
Emergency Exit Arts (EEA) 
to become eco-champions 
and discover how creative 
exploration can generate 
tangible changes. 

Corelli is a member of 


the London 2012 education 
programme ‘Get Set’ and 
got a Big Lottery grant 
for the second stage of 
the project, which entails 
each school working with 
artists to design and make 
a large-scale public artwork 
big enough to share their 
eco-action with the wider 
community - and big enough 
to be seen from space! 

The mission for each 
school is to improve their 
carbon footprint and create 
a more sustainable school. 
Twenty-five students 

from Corelli College have 
gained specialist training 
to act as mentors to the eco 
champions. They received 
training in youth leadership 
and campaigning with 


highly-skilled artists in 
youth engagement. 

All of the schools involved 
will share their eco-actions 
and dialogue in an online 
blog called ‘signs of change.’

Change on the buses 


A NEW temporary bus will run to 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital during the 
Olympic test events for the shooting 
events starting next week. 

There will be changes to bus services 
and some roads will be closed off when 
the test event s start in Woolwich from 
Monday (April 16). 

The Royal Borough has been working 
to ensure that Transport for London and 
Games organisers LOCOG have listened 
to concerns from local residents, and that 
people will still be able to get to and from 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 

Woolwich Barracks will be hosting the 
Olympic shooting, Paralympic shooting 
and Paralympic archery for the Games, 
and the test event will run until May 7. 

This means that several bus services 
will be diverted because Ha-Ha Road 
and Repository Road will be closed. The 
changes will affect routes 161, 178, 291, 
386, 469, 486 and will be in place for the 
test event. 

On the days that both Ha-Ha Road and 


Repository Road are closed, route 161 
will not serve Queen Elizabeth Hospital. 
Instead a new, temporary service - route 
561 - will operate between Chislehurst 
and Queen Elizabeth Hospital’s west 
entrance. This service has been laid on 
in answer to concerns from residents 
in Eltham, Mottingham and Chislehurst. 
All other routes will continue to serve 
the hospital via the west entrance. The 
timetable for the changes is: 

• Between Sunday, April 15 until 
Saturday, April 28 : 

Ha-Ha Road will close from April 15 and 
Repository Road from April 16. Route 161 
will be diverted via Academy Road and 
will not serve Shooters Hill Road, Baker 
Road, Stadium Road or Ha-Ha Road. It 
will not stop at Queen Elizabeth Hospital.

THE royal borough’s top weightlifter 
made a really strong impression 
when she visited Greenwich 
Community College. 

Zoe Smith looks odds-on to be part of 
Team GB this summer, but has still found 
time to be the college’s first “champion”, 
acting as a role model for its students.

I 
started by doing gymnastics, but they 
needed someone who looked strong for 
weightlifting. I picked up the weights and 
I was OK with them. At college the boys 
wanted to arm-wrestle me, but I’m a girl 
and still just a normal person.” 

Zoe then presented certificates to some 
of the students for their achievements, 
and signed autographs. 

The visit thrilled everyone who met 
her. Bobby Brown, 17, who is studying 
sports science, told GT: “She is pretty 
inspirational, and I liked hearing about 



her career progression - she got to the top 
very early.” Danielle Miller, 18, who is on 
a sports and exercise science course, said: 
“It was very interesting hearing what she 
has to do in her day-to-day life and all the 
sacrifices she has to make.”

HEALTH service staff have voted their 
local health trust as the best place to 
work in London and the South East. 

The Oxleas NHS Foundation Trust 
provides mental health and learning 
disability services in the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich and two other London 
boroughs. In a national survey, staff also 
voted it the best NHS trust in the country 
for providing these services. 

Around 250,000 NHS staff were invited 
to take part in the survey, including 
800 Oxleas staff who were selected at 
random. 
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RESPONSIBILITY for improving 
and protecting people’s health is 
moving from the NHS’s Primary 
Care Trust (PGT) to Royal 
Greenwich next April as part of 
a nationwide shake-up. The royal 
borough already has a long history 
of getting actively involved in 
public health and supports a 
range of high-quality public health 
programmes and services that are 
helping people to get fitter and 
healthier... 


M EN and women in the 
royal borough are 

living longer by improving 
their lifestyles and getting 
fitter and healthier. 

Men are living an average 
of nearly two-and-a-half years 
longer than they were five 
years ago, while women are 
now living an average of more 
than nine months longer. 

The increase in life 
expectancy is being put 
down to greater awareness of 
healthier lifestyles encouraged 
by a range of special public 
health programmes which 
promote exercise, healthy 
eating and well-being in the 
royal borough. 

In the last year, Greenwich 
has: 

• Increased the life 
expectancy of local men and 
women. In the last five years 
an extra 2.3 years of life have 
been added for men and 0.9 
for women. Men are now 
catching up with women, 
and are predicted to live to

of people to make healthy 
lifestyle changes through 
services offered by the 
Greenwich Healthy Living 
Service 

The royal borough has also had 
the highest success rate ever 
in helping people quit smoking. 
One in every two people who set 
a quit date successfully gave up 
smoking with help from PCT 
professionals. 

Dr Hilary Guite, Director 
of Public Health for Royal 
Greenwich, said: “Transfering 


greenwich*^ 
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public health to the royal 
borough will allow a stronger 
focus on understanding and 
acting upon the 
broader, social issues 
that determine health, 
such as poverty, I 
education, housing, | 
employment, crime ■ 
and pollution. It will also 
strengthen the approach to 
improving health overall, 
adding to the successes that are 
already being achieved.” 

She added: “The main 
changes that are taking place 
next April are not just about 
promoting better health, but 
also protecting people’s health 
from preventable disease 
including communicable 
diseases such tuberculosis, and 
cancers that can be prevented 
by screening. 

“We are already working 
with family doctors, and their 
practice teams who are inviting 
people into the surgery to give 
advice to people who might 
be at risk from heart attacks, 
strokes, respiratory disease, 
alcohol, diabetes, depression, 
cancer and to over-65s who 
might be at risk from falls. 

“Teams are visiting GPs’ 
surgeries, halls and community 
centres, supermarkets and 
shopping centres along with 
the Greenwich Healthy Living 
Service (GHLiS) Outreach bus, 
and they are doing extremely 
well.

“We are on track with a very 
ambitious five-year programme 
to close the health gap between 
men and women and bring us 
back to where we should be.”

As part of the children’s theatre 
festival at Greenwich Theatre, 
Bootworks presented The Incredible 
Book Eating Boy, a truly memorable 
show. 

It’s the kind of theatre that makes 
you feel really special.. .privy to the 
attentions of five performers as the 
ONLY audience member. 

The pitch-black booth doors were 
slammed shut before three windows 
were opened up to reveal an incredible 
array of mixed media performance. 
From the big-nosed star, Henry, to the 
masked faces of the busy cast it was 
a psychedelic palette of green, green 
grass, pink skies and leather-bound 
books. 

It wasn’t really aimed at big kids like 
me, but like all the most well-executed 
children’s entertainment it worked on 
many levels. 

We’re so used to watching 2D screens 
that when the illusion was broken and 
the players and their cartoon faces 
crossed the boundary into the box, it 
was quite a shock. There were titters 
from outside as I reeled and rocked like 




a frightened cat after having confetti 
hurled into the viewing booth. 

I was annoyed when I heard the next 
viewer laughing with joy at the same 
point... 

After a far-too-short five minutes the 
performance was over, even including 
its own credit roll. 

And as I watched another wannabe 
child take to the booth, the performance 
from the outside was just as good. It 
was as well-choreographed as any 
West End musical, as puppeteers 
reloaded slides, closed windows and 
reset projections to keep the seamless 
and fast-paced action inside the box 
zipping along. 

When Henry had tired of his papery 
diet, he switched over to brain food - 
and actually started reading the books 
he had previously munched. 

The 30-plus performances that 
Bootworks stomped though in one 
day went some way to explaining the 
well-oiled military slickness of the 
operation. 

And while it might have been too much 
for the senses of children under eight, 
for big kids it was perfect. 

Sadly, the Incredible Book Eating Boy 
was on for one day only. 8/10

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IT was one of his

# FORTY-FOUR years ago, 
give or take an octave, I 
went to Gordon Giltrap’s 
house on Crooms Hill 
to accompany him to 
Transatlantic Records’ office uptown 
somewhere. 

We were about the same age, 20 
or soon to be 20, and it was all very 
exciting because Gordon was on the 
verge of joining the record label of 
his (and my) guitar hero, Bert Jansch. 
I played the cool reporter on the day 
- from the Kentish Independent - but 
fooled no-one, whereas Gordon, who 
turned 64 last week, already possessed 
a certain aplomb. 

Forty-four years later - give or take a 
strophic form - I’ll be in the audience 
at Charlton House on Friday April 
20 to enjoy the tonic of Gordon’s 
music once again.He’ll be playing 
a St George’s Day gig at Charlton 
House, and I caught up with him in 
Sutton Coldfield in the West Midlands. 
“Blimey, it’s been a while...” I 
thought as Gordon recalled playing 
his ultra-speedy instrumental ‘Fast 
Approaching’ over tea and ginger-nuts 
in his front room in 1968. 

“I still play it” he said. “In fact, I 
played it on Saturday in a duo I’ve 
formed with a classical guitarist. And 
I’ll tell you what, Pete, it’s still hard to 
play! 

He added: “I don’t look back on my 
life but look at it as it is now really. 
But, touch wood, I’m still healthy and 
doing a job that I love with a terrific 


family and terrific friends. I suppose I’ve 
built up a body of work and a certain 
respect for what I do. I hasten to add that 
I’ve never made a lot of money!” 

He’s not bitter about it, and admits he 
has changed very little. 

“I think in the early days I was a very 
driven person and think to a certain 
extent I still am. I still want to be a better 
guitar player, writing better tunes and 
making better albums. I was ambitious, 
not to make money but to get recognition 
from the people I respected like Bert 
Jansch and John Renbourn.” 

When Gordon met his hero, he wasn’t 
disappointed - in fact, they became pals. 
“I became close friends with Bert,” he 


added. “I’m still mourning his death last 
October. His compositions were sheer 
genius. I was in awe of him up to the day 
he died. And how sad that his wife Loren 
died six weeks after his funeral.” 

Gordon’s been married to his second 
wife Hilary for 25 years. Between 
them they have five children and eight 
grandchildren. He looks back on an album 
he made in 1997, Troubadour, as probably 
his most creative. “I teamed up with Del 
Newman, a fantastic string arranger who 
worked with everyone, including Elton 
John,” he said. “The albums that made 
my name were Visionary, and Perilous 
Journey in the Seventies when I had a hit 
with the single Heartsong.” 
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Still going strong, < 

Gordon is working 
on a prog rock album - No. 36, give or take 
a binary form - with Oliver Wakeman, 
son of Rick. “It’s a very important project 
for me, probably the most important of 
my career,” said the musician. “It’s early 
days, but I’ve got a name, ‘Ravens and 
Lullabies’.” No doubt we’ll hear from it at 
Charlton House - and about Gordon’s own 
range of acoustic guitars. Brian May’s 
got one and loves it, so has Midge Ure. 
Aplomb, you see.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

HALF-TIME at the Valley on March 31 
saw the Charlton Athletic Community 
Trust sign a contract with the council to 
provide term time youth services in the 
borough, writes Ella Statham.

JJ climbs the 


ELEVENTH best in the world - 
that’s our “JJ”, Jonathan Webb, 
the super fencer who celebrated 
the achievement the day after 
his 16 th birthday in the Olympic 
Stadium in Moscow. 

JJ, who lives in New Eltham, came 
11th from 81 of the world’s best 
fencers at the Under 17 World 
Sabre Championships on March 
31. 

As usual, JJ soon left some 
victims in his wake. In the 
opening poules he defeated, 

Correa Vila (Columbia), 
Quintero (Venezuela), 

Safarov (Azerbaijan), 

Lambert (Canada) and 
Takeshita of Japan to be 
ranked sixth overall for the 
competition. He then went on to the 
direct eliminators to defeat Rowley 
of Australia 15-9 in the 64s, and the 
Ukrainian Lysenko in the last 32. 

In the last 16 he came up against 
Platanov, another Ukrainian, and 
at the half way break JJ was 8-7 up, 
but the Ukrainian came out strong 
and won the bout 15-11, finishing our 
lad’s winning run. 

Two weeks earlier Jonathan finished 
13th at the European Championships. 
Out of his five international 
competitions this season he has had 
three top ten finishes and two top 16 
placings, consistency has cemented 
his position on the world circuit. 

His mum Tina told GT: “We were 
not able to attend the worlds, but 
there was a live link to the scores 


which was very exciting. JJ was 
asked to stay out in Moscow and fence 
as the reserve for the Under 20 world 
team event on April 6. 

“We are immensely proud of what 
JJ has achieved. When we spoke to 
him he was disappointed as he felt he 
could have gone further. It’s this drive, 
determination and dedication that 
has brought him his success to date. 
He has only been fencing for four and 
a half years, so when it sinks in he 
will realise 11th in his first ever World 
Championships is a very good result. 

“Greenwich Starting Blocks have 
supported JJ over the past two years 
and his gym membership this year has 
proved to be invaluable to his training.”
